The priority of Japanese application nos. 02-212537, 02-

We further declare that we believe said Letters Patent is, 
through errors which arose without deceptive intent on the part 
of the applicants, wholly or partially inoperative by reason of 
claiming more or less than we had a right to claim in the 
patent. We hereby provide a statement of at least one error 
relied upon to support this reissue application, in that (1) 
independent patent claims 1, 7 and 10 recite, Inter alia, 
objective lenses whose aberrations have respectively been 
corrected for the N substrates of different thicknesses, each 
for converging the light flux emitted from a light emitting 
means onto the optical disk, and independent patent claims 13, 
16 and 19 recite converging grating couplers whose aberrations 
have respectively been corrected for the N substrates of 
different thicknesses, each for emitting waveguide light 




supplied from light emitting means to the outside of the 
waveguide and for allowing reflected light from the optical 
disc to enter, whereas (2) independent claims 36, 38, 41, 43 
and 45 cover subject matter not recited in the original claims 
and thus depart from the subject matter of the original claims 
at least in that independent claims 36, 38 and 45 recite, Inter 
alia, converging means having different numerical apertures for 
converging a light flux on the second layer of corresponding 
ones of the N types of optical disks and independent claims 41 
and 43 recite, inter alia, a converging optical system 
including a first converging means comprising a first numerical 
aperture and a second converging means comprising a second 
numerical aperture. Thus, the above-identified changes and 
departures from the original claims represent an "error" in the 
original patent under 35 USC 251 .
